SUMMARY OF THE MEDICAL BOARD'S FINDINGS 
MATERIAL TO THEIR DECISION 


Post mortem examination has confirmed the in vi vo *di agnosi s 
of carcinomatosis due to an anaplastic tumour of unknown origin. 

The history is not that of mesothelioma and post mortem examination 
did not identiy any pleural or lung tumour. (Non-prescribed 
pleural plaque was found). 


Appeal to a Medical Appeal Tribunal 

If you disagree with the Speical Medical Board's decision you can appeal to the 
Medical Appeal Tribunal. This means that an Independent panel of a legally 
qualified chairman and two consultant doctors who are not from the DHSS will 
look at your claim again. 

If you want to appeal you must send us a letter within 3 months from the date of 
this letter and let us know 

- exactly what you are appealing about 

- the reasons why you disagree 

- your full name and national insurance number 


Appeal to a Social Security Appeal Tribunal 

If you disagree with the Adjudication Officer's decision you can appeal to the 
Social Security Appeal Tribunal if you think he has made a mistake in the way he 
has used the information given by the Special Medical Board. This means that 
your case will be looked at again by an independent panel of 3 people who are 
not from the DHSS. 

However, the Adjudication Officer and the Tribunal are bound by the findings of 
the medical authorities and have no power to change their decision. For this 
reason, although you have the right of appeal agains the decision, the chairman 
of the Tribunal must give his permission before your case can be heard. 

If you want to appeal you must write to us. It will help you if your letter 
says exactly what you are appealing about and why you disagree with the 
decision. You should contact us within 3 .months from the date of this letter.
